(cf IfOB3417/BSC-749) Subject has continued his fjrantic and 
rather naive efforts to find a posltifin* Extremely oppor-^ 
tunistic in character azxi approach^ hiv tried many new angles 
to no avail* As a result he is once more stranded and has 
only his uncooperative case-officer Captain BALKOV to rely 
upon (cf KGB-2299/BSC-675). 




2* Chronologically 5 on 3 June 1947 Subject saw BALKOV 
again* Subject reported that although he had tried once 
more to get some sort of employment with the As^ricans* he 
had had absolutely no luck, BALKOV expressed the opinion 
that he ought to give up trying, since the Americans 
obviously did not intend to help him. Rather he should try

3* On 9 June Subject appeared at the Telegraf editorial 
offices. He asked a series of indiscreet questions, as a

Since BALKOV had not supplied th** papers -Subje.cc needed, and 
since SCHOLZ had not given hi 2 n a Job, he could present this, 
his min appeal, only to the teerleans. He was disappointed 
i7hen he was told the /uwricnn military govern5:ent was not a 
charitable organization and. that we could not sponsor him. 
this was followed u.p by a frank stateiiient thot on orders from 
'^higher headquarters” no /cnrrican officer could have any further 
contact whatsoever with him.
